Mot Gracious Sovereign | 
T is the moſt earneſt and ſincere Prayer 
of Britannia and all her Loyal O 
- fpring, that your Majeity's Throne may 
be eſtabliſhed in Righteouſneſs, and that 
your Memory may be glorious throughout 
ſucceeding Ages; by copying the Virtues 
of your royal Predeceſſors, and by diſcou- 
raging and avoiding the Attempts and Coun- 
ſels of thoſe, that might promote any 
Thing, within your Dominions, deſtructive 
of the public Peace in Church or State, 
contrary to the Laws of the Land, or 
derogatory to the Honour and Dignity of 
your Crown.

ment, and yet boaſting of an Intereſt in a 
King, who is ſtiled The DEFENDER of the 
CnRISTTIAN Far; and in Defiance of 
the Judgments of the King of Kings, and 
of the Laws enacted againſt them by the 
Wiſdom of your Royal Predeceſſors, threaten 
to become Ovꝝ PeoPLE with your natural 
born Subjects; that they may the more ef- 
tectually ſap our Conſtitution ; corrupt. our 
holy Religion; and monopolize our Trade. . 


Therefore, moſt gracious Sovereign! Bri- 0 ; 
tannia, the chief of the Ifles, and always 
renown'd for her Piety to God, and her 
Loyalty to her King, moſt humbly be- 
ſeecheth, That ſhe may be permitted in all 
Dutifulneſs to lay before the Throne the 
Reaſons, which may be juſtly alledged, to 
prevent all Attempts to naturalize ſuch a

Lord Jeſus, the Author of our Faith, 
Perſon ; and whom they themſelves conti- 
nually crucify afreſn with Blaſphemies, 
trampling under Foot the Son of God, put- 
ting him to open Shame, offering Deſpite 
to the Spirit of Grace, counting the Blood 
of the Covenant an unholy Thing; and in 
all their public and private Devotions pray- 
ing for the ſudden, univerſal, total and final 
Subverſion, Extirpation, and periſhing of 
the Kingdom of Chriſt, of his Goſpel, * 
of all his Members. 


The firſt Settlement of the Jews in Eng- 
land was made from Rhoan in France, and 
bought of WILLIAM the Conqueror at a 
great Price: Which Innovation is reckon'd 
by Hollinſbead as a Grievance, amongſt the 
| other hard Dealings ſuſtain'd by the Engliſh, 
= from the Conqueror, And yet that Uſurper 
did not attempt to put this Vagabond Ge- 
neration upon the Footing of the Native 
Engliſh Subjects. He only took them under 
bis Protection and Patronage, as meer Vaſe 
ſals to Trade and to amaſs Riches, but not 
to diſpoſe of their Perſons or Goods with- 
out his peculiar Licence. But this State of 
Servitude or Bondage was not a ſufficient 
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fo, confident, that they ſtiffly affirmed

Check to that turbulent Spirit, that had ſo 
often rejected the whole Counſel of God, 


and would compaſs Sea and Land to make 


Proſclytes to their Inventions. For vainly 


preſuming that Mon EY would be able to 
protect em at Court, and to carry them 


through to the Height of their moſt ſan- 
guine Wiſhes, they preſently grew inſolent 


againſt the Chriſtians; called the Truth 


of our holy Faith in Queſtion; and tam- 


per'd not only with the Commonalty, but 


dared even to attempt to corrupt the King 
William Rufus) by Gifts to countenance 
their Diſputations with the Doctors and 
Biſhops, of the Eſtabliſhed. Church againſt 
the Faith in Chriſt. They even ſucceeded 
ſo far with the King, That for a round 
Sum of Money, Rufus obliged ſeveral, who. 
had embraced the Chriſtian Faith, to re- 
turn to, Judaiſm.

This Indulgence under Rufus made them

with Reaſon, in their Diſputations, but by 


Faction. And when they were grown 
ſecure through Peace and Plenty under the 
Royal Protection, they WF even ta 
crucify Children of Chriftians at Norwich, 
Glouceſter, and St. Edmund's Bury, as our 
'beſt Hiſtorians record, in Deriſion of our 
Grucified Saviour, For which, when de- 
tected, the Kings fined them in great Sums 
of MoxkE Y; and at laſt their Inſolencies 
grew ſo outragious and inſupportable, that 


King Henry Il. baniſhed the wealthieſt of 


the Jews out of England, and fined the 
reſt of them at o Marks, From this 


reign's Diſlike to the Jeuiſh Incroach= 
ments on their Liberties and Poſſeſſion, 
and to wicked Practices, openly oppoſed 


them; and never ceaſed, till they had ob- 


tain'd their total Ejection out of this Realm 
- - 


4 Ring Richard I. hearing that the Fews, 


in order to recover the Royal Protection 
with large Gifts, were flocking to London 
from all Places againſt his Coronation, for- 
bid them by Proclamation to enter either 
' the Church where he was to be crown'd; 


Or 


Time, the People aſſured of their Sove-

or the Palace where he was. to feaſt ; they” 


being, at that Time, generally known to 


be a miſchievous People. And though he 


ſeverely puniſhed ſeveral of his Chriſtian 


Subjects for breaking the Peace, by plun- 


dering and killing many of the Jews in 
diverſe Parts of the Kingdom in a riotous 
Manner, he in the Year 1194 appointed 
a Regiſter, by which at all times he knew 


the Wealth, Monies, Goods and Eſtates 


of every Jew; and in whoſe Hands they 
were ; provided their future Miſdemean- 
ours provoked him to ſeize them. Which 
ſeldom left the Sovereign without a Pre- 
tence, to make them diſgorge their Wealth 
unjuſtly drawn from the Subject by U- 
ſury, &c. 


King John, Henry III. and Edward I. 
permitted theſe Enemies of Chriſtianity to. 
enjoy certain Privileges for Gain; preſerv- 
ing them as fit Inſtruments to fill their 
Coffers in Time of Need, by ſuch Fines 
which they continually incurred by falſify- 
ing and diminiſhing the Coin, and forging 

and counterfeiting of Deeds and Charters. 
Beſides they were frequently detected in 
dangerous Plots; one of which was to burn 

the

the City of London in 12 533 and another 
was their Conſpiracy againſt the Citizens 
and Barons in 1264. But all theſe Fines, 
and the many other Loſſes both in Eſtate, 
Limbs and Life, were not ſufficient to 


deter theſe ſtubborn People from their ini- 


quitous Proceedings in their Manner of 
getting Money; and of their oppreſſing 
the native- born Engliſhmen; and of ridi- 
culing and blaſpheming Chriſt. And there- 
fore, in the Year 1287, the Commons of 
England propoſed to grant to the King a 
fifth Part of their Moveables, to engage 
him to baniſh the Jeus out of the Land. 
But ſuch was the Power of the Jews 
Money, that, for the preſent, his Majeſty 
was ſwayed by a much Jarger Sum from 
the Jews, to reject the Offer of his free- 
born Subjects. — A ſtrong Evidence, ſays 
my Author, of the Potency of Jewiſß Mo- 
ney; over-powering the whole Commons 
of England in Parliament, — However we 
find, that in 1289, this very King ba- 
niſhed all the Fews out of his Territories 
in France, as Enemies of the Croſs; and at 
his Return to England in 1290, baniſh'd 
them hence alſo (in all 16,511) never to 
return again under Pain of being hanged 
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6109 
being in general convicted of Forgery, and 
of diminiſhing and falfifying the Coin. 
For which the Commons in Parliament: 
voted his Majeſty a fifteenth Part of their 
Goods or Moveables. 


Your Majeſty's renown'd Predeceflory 
Edward I. finding that there could be no 
mean in Miſchief, ' preferred the Honout 
of God, and the Advantages of his Peo- 
ple, to the private Intereſt of filling his 
own Coffers by the ſqueezing of the Jews, 
whom his Predeceffors from the Conqueſt, 
had uſed as a' Spunge to lick up all the 
Riches of the Nation by n and Frauds 
of various Kinds. 


Nor did this People ever after emp 
to reſettle themſelves in England till the 
confuſed Times of Auarchy; when taking 
the Advantage of our Domeſtic Broils, and 
the Indigency of thoſe that govern'd, they 
apply'd for, and, even then againſt the Will 
of the People, obtain'd a Re-adimfion by the 
ſole Power of Oliver Cromwell, And how 


they have demean'd themſelves fince that 


Time, ſeveral late Practices not only upon 
our Trade, both at Home and Abroad, and

the general Suſpicion: of their being prin- 


— concern'd in the Dim inution and 
Cyunteffeiting of the Coin, may property 


demand a ſerious: Attention. 


With the vreateft Senſe of Duty to your 


Majeſty, it has been always thought that 


the Toleration, which they now enjoy in 
this Realm, can in no wiſe be warranted by 


the ſacred Ties of our holy Religion; and it is 


apprehended that to-admit them further to a 


Capacity of being naturalized, will prove in 
its Conſequences deſtructive both to the Re- 


ligion and Trade of Great Britain. For, 


Maſt gracious Sovereign, your Royal Pre- 
deceſſors, both Saxons and Danes, enacted 


many Laws to keep out of their Domi- 


nions, ALL that reſiſted the Laws of CHRIST. 
And by many Acts of Parliament heretofore 
it has been reſolved, © That the Kings of 
* England by their Oath and Duty, and 


the Lords and Commons in Parliament, 


< are all obliged by their Truſts and our 


Laws to advance, uphold, maintain and 
defend the Welfare, Wealth and Safety of 
the Church, Realm, Subjects and People

* Ordinances, all Grievances, Miſchiefs,

And again, Summa Ratio eſt, que pro Reli- 
gione facit. But a ſmall Share of Reaſon 
will evince that the Naturalization of Jews 


is inconſiſtent with the Welfare, Profit, 


Wealth and Safety of the Church, Realm, 


Subjects, People and Religion of England, 


and that it muſt be an extraordinary Da- 
mage, Miſchief, Grievance, Inconvenience 
and Diſinheriſon of them all: and therefore 
ought not to be admitted, 


The Jews are a People of whaw God

trampling them under their Feet, reje&- 
ing, forſaking and deſpiſing God himſelf, 
provoking him continually to his Face, 
orieving him to the Heart, forgetting him 
Days without Number, always erring in 
their Hearts, and diſobeying his Voice, Cc. 
Sc. And ſhall it be recorded that Bri- 
tannia, the firſt among the Chriſtian States, 
ever admitted ſuch a Nation or People as 
this to become one People, and to enjoy 
the Privileges of a true born Engh/hman? 


Z God himſelf hath denounced againſt, and 
= inflited upon the Jews greater, ſeverer

bellions and Impenitence, and to their Na- 
tion, Kingdom, Country and Cities, than to

ther: ſwearing againſt them in his Wrath, 
that they ſhould NEVER enter into Hrs 
reſt; tiling them the Generation of his 
Wrath, and declaring, That Wrath is come 
upon them to the u7termeſt, And can any 
Chriſtian State receive ſuch a Nation as this 
into its Boſom now, without ſubjecting it- 
ſelf and all its Dependents, to the Wrath 
and Curſes which God has fo ſolemnly 
denounced againſt them, and which has 
for ſo many Ages otrſurd and Tag 2h 
nied them in all Places ? 


And, to confider theſe People only in a 
civil light; we find them to have been.

raiſe your Majeſty's pious Zeal and Indig- 
nation againſt all Propoſals of their Natura- 
lization in your Dominions, than the high 


Contempt and Deſpite they have frequently 
diſcovered againſt the Perſon and Paſſion 
of Chriſt, which they have maliciouſly act- 


ed over and over again, in Repreſentation, 
not only by piercing his Image with Swords 
and Spears; by abuſing the Sacramental 
Bread ; and by crucifying a Ram at Eaſter ;

on Good-Friday ; as could be inſtanced by 
ſeven or eight Facts in England alone, of 


which they were detected. Other Coun- 


tries can alſo witneſs the ſame Practices: 
For, at Iameſtar in Syria, they in Con- 


tempt and Deriſion of Chriſt's Death and 


Paſſion nailed a Chriſtian Child to a Tree, 
and lifting him up in the Air, mock'd and 
ſcoff d at him, and then like Mad- men 
ſcourged him to Death. They acted the 
like Tragedy at Bloys f in France, in the Vear 
1172; at Bray, in the ſame Kingdom, and 


about the ſame Time, they publickly 
crown'd a Man with Thorns, led him 


about the Town, ſcourg'd him ſeverely, 
and at laſt crucified him in Contempt of 


Chriſt. 


The City of Prague in Bohemia, and 


other Places in France and Germany, where 
theſe People had gain'd Admiſſion by the 
powerful Influence of their Money, have 
been Witneſſes of the like Butcheries in 
Contempt of our holy Faith. And Vincen- 
tius Beluacenſis, and others record, That the 
FJeus in Paris did every Year ſteal ſome 


Chriftian Child or other brought up in 


the King's Court, and carrying him to a 
ſecret

or Eaſter Day, in Contempt and Deriſion 
of Cbriſt, and the Chriſtian Religion, cru.

Their Money has always been 
the only Bog with which they open'd a 
Paſſage into all Places at firſt, and regain'd 
Admiſſion into thoſe States from which 
they have been formerly expelled. But is 
not this a bad Sign; for to prefer the Ad- 
vantage of gaining their Wealth rather than 
their Souls? This is only repeating the Ar- 
gument of Hamor to the Sbechemites, when 
he endeavoured to perſwade his Subjects or 
Citizens to be circumciſed! and turn Fews :

But to conſider this Argument only in a 
political Senſe. It is moſt certain that ſuch 
a Conceſſion of this Nation to naturalize 
that diſperſed People, can never advance the 
real Wealth of this Iſland. Is the Wealth” 
to follow the Perſons that ſhall apply for a 
Naturalization ? It is more likely that the 
Wealth is already in our Funds, and the 
Owners only want a Place 'of Refuge and 
enjoy their Riches, when forced to fly for 


their Crimes in foreign Parts. Is the Wealth = 


they bring with them to be laid out. in the 
Purchaſe of Lands, &c ? Is it not to be fear'd 
that ſuch great Sums of Money, of which 
they now boaſt of, as ready to be imported 
upon obtaining their Petition, will over- 
ballance the Intereſt of the Natives by their 
prodigious Purchaſes; as might be exem- 
plified in the like Caſe at Paris, where 
they got almoſt half the City into their 
Poſſeſſion, which gave em an almoſt un- 
nt uleble Power, and Boldneſs to inſult 
all that oppoſed em? Would not ſuch 
Poſſeſſions entitle them to the Privileges of 
Freebolders Would not they bath by their

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Money and Sway among their Tenants be 
able to carry many Elections for Parlia- 
ment-men, if not get into the Houſe them- 
ſelves? Would not a Chriſtian be over- 
awed frequently by a Jew Juſtice of a 
Peace? And might it not be feared that, 

in future Ages, ſome of theſe J/ree/ztes 
might buy themſclves a Place tao near the: 
Throne? And if an artful Rabbi ſhould 
ſpirit his Nation up with the Expectation 
of a future Reſtoration of the Fewiſh Kings 
dom, as F:iftory informs us has been often 
done, who would be able to defend the 
Crown itſelf from a People, that have in 
all Times and Places, where the leaft Suc- 
ceſs has buoy'd em up, left Examples of 
their imperious and rebellious Spirit ? 


Is the Advancement of Trade allow'd a 
ſufficient Reaſon for receiving this People 
into our Bowels? Take Care that by ſa 
doing we, inſtead of advancing our 'Trade, 
don't take a Mouſe into our Pocket, a Ser- 
pent into our Boſom, and Fire into our 
Factories. As Trade now ſtands with us, 
our Merchants are obliged to-uſe all their 
Abilities to guard againſt. the Craft and 

undermining Artifices of the Jews: What 
WEE XY then 
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then may be expected from them, when ad- 
mitted to the ſame Privileges and Protection 
of your Majeſty's natural born Subjects? Can 


it be thought that theſe People have the 
Intereſt of our Nation ſo much at Heart, 
as to ſacrifice their Intereſt in all other 
Countries to advance our Trade, who are 


daily traverſing all the Schemes of the Engliſo 


Houſes in oug Factories abroad, and con- 
triving how to circumvent our Manufactures 
at home? It is more probable that they, 
who are now a Vagabond People, and de- 
prived of all Protection, when diſcover'd in 
thoſe Countries, where a Few is forbidden 
to ſettle, -are endeavouring to ſkreen them- 


ſelves under the Sanction of a Naturaliza-. 
tion in Great-Britarn, ſo as to enable. 


them to claim the Rights and Privileges 
of an Enghſhman in all thoſe Nations with 
whom your Majeſty lives in Peace and 
Amity. And if this can be accompliſhed, 
what Settlements of Few Merchants or 
Factors may be expected at Lr/bon! at 
 Gales ! &c! And then our native-born Mere. 
chants muſt either truckle to the Terms, 
which” their 1/aelit7/b Brethren ſhall think 
proper to lay down in the Trade, or they 
will find it much more difficult to encounter

with their monopolizing Schemes, than to 
counterbalance the Trade of France, or any 
other Nation that now pretends to vye 


with the Manufactures of theſe Domi- 


Nor am I ſingular in theſe Conjectures: 
for a certain Author of great Reading, Judg- 
ment and Veracity declares, That the In- 
troduction of the Fews into England and 
other Nations, never advanced the public 
Wealth of the Natives and Nation, but 
much impair'd it by their Uſuries and De- 
ceits, clipping and falſifying Monies, in- 
oroffing all Sorts of Commodities into 
their Hands, uſurping the Natives Trades, 
and becoming fach intolerable Grievances 
to them, that they were never quiet till 
they were baniſhed : And then he adds, 
The Trade of this Nation in particular, 
flouriſhed more after their Baniſhment 
© hence, than ever it did before; and their- 
Introduction now (much more their Na- 
© Zuralization) will but ſupplant and undoe 
our Engliſb Merchants, and other Na- 
© tives, to enrich them, and ſome few other

They therefore that have indiſcreetly for- 
warded this pernicious Attempt, would do 
well to conſider the Danger brought upon 
the- Church and Nation, ſhould ſuch an 
Act take Place; eſpecially if they will 
pleaſe to read this ancient Canon made under 
the religious Syſenandus King of Spain, in 
the 4th Council of Toledo, A. D. 681, 
againſt all Jewiſp Projects of this Kind, in 
theſe Words : © So great is certain Men's 
thirſting after Money, that ſome coveting 
after it, have erred from the Faith: For 
many, both Prieſts and Laymen, receiving 
Gifts from the Fews, patronize their per- 
fidious Infidelity. againſt Chriſt; therefore 
' whatſoever Biſhop.or Clergyman, or Lay- 
man, ſhall from henceforth vote for them 
who are of the Body of Antichriſt, either 
for Reward or through Favour, let him 
be excommunicated from the Catholic 
Church and Kingdom of God: Becauſe 
he deſerves to be ſeperated from the Body 
« of Cbriſi, who is made a Patron or Pro- 
* tefor of the Enemies of Chriſt; 
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Containing an Anforr to F. Manaſſes Ben 
Iſrael's Defence of the Jewiſh Nation ;

\HREE Things he rrcioſe: hs his 
1 Highneſs the Lord Protector, as 
making a People well- beloved or deficable 
amongſt all Nations: vis. Profit accruing 
from them, Faithfulneſs in them, and No- 
bility of Extraction; all which he attri- 
butes to the Jeuiſh Nation. Profit indeed 
is the Thing that all Kingdoms and States 
much look after, and with good Reaſon ; 
for Money is the Comfort of Peace, and 
the Sinews of War; but fach Profit is 
only defirable, as is joined with Glory to ; 
Gov, Honoar to the Magiſtrate and Coun- 
try, and the Safety and Profperity of the 
Subject. Upon which Grounds, if I ſhould 
grant him the Application of Profitable- 

nefs to themſelves ; yet ſhould I think it 
over-dear to be purchaſed with ſuch Ef-

to be the Beginning and the End; and 
Religion, the Way of his Worſhip, is prin- 
cipally to be regarded, Now Toleration 
of that which is contrary to it, or a Re- 
ceiving of them which would endanger it, 
which would not only be a ſuffering of 


Superſtition to be practiſed by others, but 


be alſo an Occaſion to the Natives of this 
Miſcarriage, is ſcarce to be warranted ; 


however there where as yet it is not 44. 


mitted. There be certain Times and Sea- 
ſons, which make that at one Time dan- 
gerous, Which might at another be ad- 
mitted with more Security. The Truth is 
apt to have not only Fickleneſs and Weak- 
neſs accompanying it, but alſo great Dif- 
ferences and Diffenſions; although incor- 
ruptible in itſelf; and many, though not 
agreeing in all Things, yet may be con- 
tained within the Verge of its Neceflaries 
and Fundamentals. Where the greateſt 
Power of Religion is, there the Devil is 
the buſieſt; ſowing Tares amongſt the 
Wheat, and mixing the Corn with his 
Cockle. This we muſt confeſs is the Con- 
dition of our Country at preſent; and I 
fear the eus too well conſider it. By fo

ſects as might accompany it. Gop ought 
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(28) 
much the more, therefore, as they may 
defire to come in, doubtleſs in this Reſpe& 
the State hath as great to deny them, 


Honour and Credit is the ſecond Thing 
by which a State ought to rule; and ac- 


cording to which, order and bound its Pro- 


fit. It was a Saying of that renowned Lord 
Burleigh, Bord Treaſurer of England, when 
about his Charge in the Revenue, that no- 
thing was fit for a Prince, That was not 
alſo joined with Honour; and that he did 
not like that the Treaſury ſhould fill like 
the Spleen, when the whole Body was 
worſe for it. Now what Honour it would 
be to admit them who were once expelled 
before; of whoſe Worth, Faithfulneſs and 
Profitableneſs we have once experienced in 


our Anceſtors, I cannot determine. But 


this ſecond Rule depends eſpecially upon 
that which precedes , and of this which fol- 
lows, | 


I acknowledge, that whilſt they were 
here before, much Profit redounded to the 
Kings of England from them : but in what 


Way, hath been declared; not from their 


„ upon which our Adverſary 
princi-

principally inſiſts. Our Country is not ſo 
convenient for that Way as others may be; 
and if they ſhould be here admitted again, 
and ſpread once more throughout the Land, 
Thouſands there worlld be, which could 
not have Opportunity to exerciſe that Way, 
through the Inconveniencies of their Habi- 
tions. They exerciſe themſelves in that 
Way of Life which moſt ſuits with their 
Profit, and the Commodiouſneſs of the 
Place wherein they live. Uſury was moſt 
practiſed by them here; and is ſtill in 
Taly, and other Parts, where they have not 
ſuch Opportunity of Trading. But grant 
that the Trade is now enlarged, through 
the Diſcovery of the Eaſt Indies by Sea, 
and of America; as it is enlarged, ſo alſo 
more of our Inhabitants follow that Courſe 
than formerly, being ſufficient to ſatisfy for 
that Buſineſs: So that if the Jeus be ad- 
mitted to trade again, our Merchants muſt 
needs be juſtled by them; and what would 
redound to the State in Cuſtom and Exciſe 
(the Land being already ſufficiently fur- 
niſhed) would not compenſate the Damage 
of the Subject. If many ſhould be ſuffered 
to Trade, this could not be avoided; and if 
not, then needs muſt they betake themſelves 
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(their Number encteaſing) to ſomie other 
Courſe of Life, which might prove no leſs 
dangerous, they being noted to be as fuck- 
ing Leaches wherever they come, in ſome 
Way or other. But if they ſhould Trade 
with other Countries, rather in Way of Sale 
and Exportation, leſs Profit 1 80 ny n 
receive from Siem, | 


He make the Skill his 1 
have in all Kinds of Merchandize; and that 
is occaſioned, as he confeſſes, by the Oppor- 
tunity they have (being every where diſ- 
perſed) to ſerve one another. And would 
not this turn to their own Advantage, more 
than to the Benefit of their Entertainers? 
Might they not hereby ingroſs the Trade 
wholly to themſelves, and ſerving one ano- 
ther, cheat the Natives in their Traffick ? 
And what would the Eugliſb be better for 
their Trafficking with their Countrymens 
Money who live in Hain? For larger their 
Banks would be, more they would engroſs 
the Trading. And if the King of Spain 
faw wit profitable for him, he would ſo far 
diſpenſe in the Inquiliton, as to give them 
no Occaſion of removing from, or keeping 
this Treaſure out of his Dominions. And 

what 
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what though they have not a Country to 
repair to, as other Strangers; and thereby 
(as he alledges) are not likely to take away 
their Riches? Can they not tranſport it as 
they do (he tells us) in Spain? They 
ſhortly alſo expect (we ſee) their Meſſias 
to come and reſtore them to the Country 
of their Anceſtors; and being Aliens, they 
would little love the Country, and ſo do 
little for it, tending (by their good Wills) 
to any great . 


If they be + well received, and live fo 
happily all over (as he inſtanceth for Illu- 
ſtration of this Branch or Profit) why then 
are they not content to keep them where 
they are already? It muſt needs be their 
own Good or ours, which they ſo much 
deſire ; or for that they muſt have a Syna- 
gogue here alſo, not willing but that every 
Place ſhould be bleſſed with their Reli- 
gion. This he intimates expreſly, that they 
might have Leave here alſo to ſerve God, 
Is it the Soil or the Air they defire their 
Religion ſhould be ſeated in? Why not as 
well ſerve God where they are? There's 
ſomething more than this in the Buſineſs, 


But 
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But by whom is it they are thus received 5 
and entertained? He confeſſes the People 
hate them generally, and muſt this be 2 
nothing ? In a fixed and eſtabliſhed State, | 
where Factions do not bandy (ſuch as they | 
are generally where they live) ſcarce is any 
orievouſly hated, but there is ſome notable 

Cauſe for it. And if the King of Denmark: 
bath invited them into his Dominions, or the 
Duke of Savoy, or of Modena; it is for 
ſome Reſpe& or other : Perhaps they may 
be admitted for the ſame Ends our Kings 
formerly ſo long retained them; viz, For 
their own Gain, though much to the Sub- 
jets Diſcommodity and Trouble. 


And if they chiefly abound in the Turks 
Dominions, it's no wonder. All the World 
knows the Slavery of his Subjects; he count-. 
j ing all their Goods his own, and they 
1 made for him (not himſelf for them) it's 
no Wonder if he care not how they be 
uſed, how pillaged, how oppreſſed. If be 


l employs the Jeus ſo much in gathering his | 
| Money, he knows them to be fit Inſtru- 
ments for his Purpoſe; he knows how to 


lj preſs and ſqueeze” aut of them what they 
| vary before ſucked up. All his Subjects 
leave 
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leave him their Heir at their Death ; no 


Child having any of his Father's Eſtate, but 


what he beſtows upon him. There they 
cannot but be eſpecially kept from Riſings 
and Inſurrections under that Government; 
which having ſo many Officers ſubordinate 
to one another, and the Country diſtributed 


to their Charge, all Inſurrections (except 


great indeed) may be quickly daſhed. 


I come to his ſecond Thing which he 


. propoſes as a Motive to receive them; and 
that is their Faithfulneſs and Honeſty. I think 


I might well ſpare my Pains to anſwer this 


any further, then by-what hath been already 
ſhewed, How faithful they have been to 


this Engliſb Nation, let any impartial Reader 
judge. They who [hall out of Scorn and Ha- 
tred of our Profeſſion, crucify Children, lay 
violent Hands on tender Infants (and that by 


common Practice) they who ſhall clip, coun- 


terfeit, and mangle our Coin, ſhall riſe up 


and butcher 200,000 with unheard of Cruelty, 
fend Ambaſſages to Pagans to fiir them up. 


againſt the common Name of Chriſtianity 
(wiſhing with Caligula, it had but one 


Head) poiſon Fountains, and the like ; ſhall 


we count them faithful ? 
The 
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admiſſion propoſed by the Rabbi, is be No-. 


bility of. their. Stock. His Modejiy. in this, 


is the Reaſon be inſiſts no mort upon it, it 
being alſo ſufficiently known to all Ghrifttans, 
He might as well be even as modeſt in his 
other two; and whereas he leaves it to o- 
thers for that it is ſaid, Let anozber -—_— 
Mouth praiſe thee, and not thine 'own ; in 
this reſpe& he might alſo better have left 
the other: For Faithfulneſs is a greater 
Thing then outward Extraftion ; and to be 
commended for Virtue, is a greater Honour 
than for Greatneſs of Birth, ſeeing that Vir- 


tus eft vera Nobilitas. Indeed they are the 


Off-ſpring of faithful Abraham; to them 


were committed the Oracles of Gop ; of 


them (which is more their Honour) as' to 
the Fleſh, came J=sus CHRISTH; but they 


have cut themſelves off by. their Rebellion 


againſt him; they are fallen from the 


Truth, and thereby have forfeited their 
former Honour, and Right of all Patronage 


and Protection from Chriſtian States. 
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
